Hurricane damage in Florida 
soared past $10,000,000 Wednes- 
day. 

The storm left. three dead, scores 
hurt and several hundred homeless. 

It weakened as it sped up the 
length of the state Wednesday, 
and on into Georgia. 

Hardest hit were Greater Miami 
and three little towns to the north 
in Broward county. They were 
raked by 106-mile winds Tuesday 
night. 

The cleanup started before dawn 
Wednesday .in Greater Miami. A 
crimson sunset glowed on an al- 
mest-normal metropolis. 

But two-thirds of the city re- 
mained in darkness Wednesday 
night. Lack of electricity was the 
chief hardship of most Miamians. 
It meant their lights, electric re 
frigerators and stoves and radios 
wouldn't work.

JACKSONVILLE—Florida’ hor- 
ey producers expect a record pro- 
duction of 15,600,000 pounds this 
year. : 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture bureau here said 
in a report just released the figure 
would be about 38"per cent above 
the 1949 crop of 11,340,000 pounds 
and would exceed the previous rec- 
ord set in 1946 by 320,000 pounds. 

‘Florida is fifth in honey-produc- 
tion being led in order by Min- 
nesota, California, Iowa and Texas. 

Florida has 208,000 colonies of 
bees this year—a 10 per cent in- 
crease over last year. `

14 sems 
that Miami and Miami Beach bore 
the brunt of the storm before it 
vas slowed down by its movement 
over land. 

Heavy plantings of fall crops had 
brought forth excellent growth 
and harvesting would have been 
under way in a few days—but, to- 
day the crops are a total loss with 
exception of plots here and there 
throughout the Lake area. 


Florida farmers, cattlemen an® 


grove owners counted their losses 
in the millions of dollars Thurs 
day after a wet tropical hurricane 
swept a path northward through 
the peninsula. x 

Nearly 15,000 acres of early fal! 
vegetables, valued at more than 
$2,000,000, were almost complete- 
ly. destroyed. This included nearly 
the entire early planting in south- 
east Florida. ` 

H. L .Speer, assistant county 
agent estimated that much ‘of the- 


13,000 acres of crops around the. ` 


shore of Lake Okeechobee had been 
ruined from wind and rain. 

The entire planting of several 
hundred acres of vegetables in the 
Indiantown section of Martin 
County was reported to be a total 
loss. Damage to vegetable crops 
extended far up the east coast, 
including Fort Pierce section. 

. No losses of vegetable crops’ 
were reported from South Dade 


County, which missed the main. 


force of the. storm. None of this 
area had been planted, however, 
because they were already under 
water at the time the storm hit.
